pet, being confident of their readineſs to hazard thtir lives and foztunes in this ſuſt quarrel, wheretn 
Dur Honour and Serbice, and their own Jntercſt, is ſo much involved, as to the illue and event 


ttereof ; and that they map Witneſs thetr 3cal and reſolutions to maintain the ſame, by a national 
Supply and Taration, as has been fozincrip granted to Our Nopal Anceſtozs, when their occaſions 
required theſame, Therefoze e have thought fit, to call a convention of Eſtates of that og

ancient Kingdom, to meet at Fdinb:ugh upon the ſecond dap of Auguſt next to tome: And do 
requice and co:nmnand, all Archbiſhops, Dukes, Qarqueſſes, Earls, Uiſcounts, Biſhops, Lozds 
and Officers of State, of that Dur Kingdom, to be pꝛeſent, and attend that diet. And alſo Wedo 
require all Our Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shtres, and their Deputes, that ik there de anp new election, 
maoc foz this pear, of Commiſstoners to Parlaments oz Conventions, they make timtous intima⸗ 
tions to theſe Comnulstoners, to keep this meeting: But, ik there be no elections already made, 
that then thep fozthwith call and conveen all the Free-holders in their reſpective Shires, that accozd- 
ing to the Laws and Acts of Parliament, clcctions may de made of fit perſons to be Commil⸗ 
ſioners foz this convention, and that Our Nopal Burroughs make choice of Comnulgtoners 
accozdtngly ; and that they, and all others having intereſt , attend this convention of Our Eſtates, 
under the pains contained in Our Laws made thereanent. And that all Our good Subjects may 
have dut notict of this Our Nopal vill and Pleaſure , we do hereby command Hur Lyon, King 
at Arms, and his bzethzen Heraulds, Pacers, Purlevants, Peſſengers at Arms, to make 
timeous Þ2oclamation hereof at the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh , and at the Mertat Croſſes of 
bead Burroughs, in the ſeveral Shires of that Our Kingdom, Given at Our Court af Whichall, 
the _ dap of June, one thouſand ſir hundzed and flirty five, and of Our Reign the ſeven- 
tecnth pear.
